I have the honour to submit this, the Eleventh Annual Report, m pursuance of 
the provisions of the Habitual Drunkards Act, 1879, and the Inebriates Act, 1898. 


Certified Inebriate Reformatory. 

The Certified Reformatory (St. Brigid’s) at Wexford, for Roman Catholic 
females was found in its usual condition of good order at each visit paid m 1914, 
and the patients were all clean, well clothed, and usefully employed. At the beginning 
of 1914 there were 36 patients on the register of the institution, including 3 eases out 
on licence. During the year, 19 were admitted, 22 were discharged on expiration of 
sentence and one was transferred to the State Reformatory at Ennis, leaving 
patients’ on the register at the end of the year. These included one case out on 
licence, and one serving a term of imprisonment for misconduct, so that there were 
30 actually in residence on 31st December last. . , ,i 

The statistics relative to the Institution will be found m Appendix A, and the 
average cost of maintenance per patient during the year is shown m Appendix B. 


Inebriate Retreat. 

The management of The Lodge Retreat at Belfast during 1914, was, as hereto- 
fore in every respect satisfactory, and the inmates found m residence at each inspec-
